This is in reply to your letter of July 18, 1972, concerning the 
"Report of Inspection hy Naval Medical Staff on November 1, i960 
at National Archives of X-rays and Photographs of Autopsy of 
President John F. Kennedy. " 

This document is a report (11 p.) by members of the staff of the 
Naval Medical Center at Bethesda, Maryland, concerning the X-rays 
and photographs taken during the autopsy of President Kennedy. 
Under the terms of 5 U.S.C. 552, subsection (b) (6), we do not 
furnish copies of the report because it is a part of "medical 
files and similar files, the disclosure of which would constitute 
a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy" of the family 
of the late President Kennedy. We show it to the researchers 
whose applications to examine the autopsy material are approved 
by the Kennedy family representative, Mr. Burke Marshall, because 
it contains a list of the material. We do not, however, furnish 
copies to them. 

In your letter of March 15, 1972, you asked that you be informed 
of any changes in National Archives procedures, referring to 
Executive Order II652 concerning security classified records. 

We are conducting a special review of the security classified 
documents among the records of the Warren Commission under the 
terms of the Executive order.
